The handwriting of the recipient's superscription on the folded letter 
itentifies him as the same James Jarvis who in April 1786 was to acquire an inter- 
est in the New Haven Connecticut "Company for Coining Coppers"3 and who in 1787 
secured a contract from the United States to produce the Fugio Coppers. 


The letter is dated at Kinsale, Ireland, (Mould spelled it "Kinseal") 
and is addressed to "Mr, James Jarvis, New York, per the ship Irish Volunteer" as 
follows: 


Dear Jarvis, 


I take tnis opportunity by a Vessell tnat I am informed will seal 
from Cork to acquaint you of my situation - after one of the most dis- 
agreeable Passages that can be described and bearing within sight of

In pencil and ink, Breen has recorded die marriages on the backs, pedigrees on the 
faces, etc. Only one other set has come to market, in the May 23, 1992 Davis sale, where it was described as follows: “4 matte finish photographic plates which when 
laid out in quadrants appear similar to but which are distinct from the Maris phototype...The original phototype plate prepared by Gutekunst for inclusion in the Maris 
folio work is actually an illustration of electrotypes rather than of the actual coins themselves...Maris apparently prepared two metal plates with the electrotype shells 
soldered on. These plates, offered in the sale of his estate by the Chapmans in 1900, remain in existence with one in private hands a(nd) the second in the New Jersey 
Historical Society. Nagy, a Philadelphia coin dealer with ties to Idler and Haseltine. ..must have found several of the shells loose and in replacing them, switched reverses 
M and N. Extremely rare, and perhaps one of only four or five sets extant.”

Upon a re-examination of the several examples of 1788 New Jersey, Maris 
67-v, in the writer's collection, the undersigned was surprised tonote that 
there were marked differences in certain letters comprising the reverse le 
although other minutize of the horse head, plow, and date were identical in all | 
specimene. 

Examples of the same portion 6f both types are illustrated on the adjoinia 
plate, greatly enlarged, from photographs taken thru a metallurgical mic 
The variety with straight footed lettere ic designated as Types I because it must 
have beds struck first. The variety with cleft fsoted letters ie designated as 
Type U because most of the letters have been recut for some wmknown reason. 

If this coin had been a modern mint iseus, Type 1 and Type I would be cat- 
alogued unquestionably as two distinct varieties. But are they different varieti

Several months ago a friend of ours said 
that he could obtain for us a part roll of 
1959 cents with the 1958 reverse- at a cost 
of several hundred dollars per coin. We 
told him to go ahead and buy the coins for 
us. To make a long story short, it was the 
usual rumor. Someone had “reliably” heard 
about them from another person who in turn 
had heard about them from another person, 
and so on. 

Whereupon our friend wrote a letter to 
the Mint inquiring about the possibility of 
these coins having been struck. This letter 
soon received a reply stating that none were 
struck and, under present precautions, none 
could be. 

What is the meaning of VOTE THE 
LAND FREE counterstamped on an 1843 
large cent? 





The large cent to which you refer is one 
of a quantity of cents which were counter- 
stamped VOTE THE LAND FREE for use 
as campaign tokens in the Free Soil Party’s 
1848 campaign (with past president Martin 
Van Buren as candidate) for the U.S. presi- 
dency. The Free Soil Party polled an in- 
significant number of votes and lost the 
office to Zachary Taylor, the Whig party 
candidate. 

The VOTE THE LAND FREE counter- 
stamp is found on various large cents, all 
dated before 1848. The Gould-Gilbody col- 
lection of counterstamped large cents, which 
we are now in the process of cataloguing, 
contains VOTE THE LAND FREE on cents 
of 1812, 1816, 1819, 1836, 1837, 1839, 1840 
and 1843 with duplicates of some of the 
dates. A specimen from this collection is 
illustrated above. 

I have an 1864 L Indian cent with the date 
and most of the obverse lettering recut. 
Have you ever noticed any other 1864 L 
cents similar to this? 

We have seen several 1864 L cents with 
all of the obverse lettering and the date 
recut.

The 1788 New Jersey copper, Maris 67-v described by Edward R. Barnsley 
in the last issue is an excellent example of the phenomenon known as bifurcation. 
The two specimens of this coin that are described in his article are not two differ- 
ent types caused by an alteration of the dies but are examples of how the coins 
themselves can be misinterpreted if one does not fully understand how the unusual 
feature called bifurcation occurs. 

All of these early pieces were struck by dies without the benefit of a retaining 
‘collar to stop the flan from spreading during the coining operation. The coins 
were struck on a man-operated press and the pressure was liable to vary according 
to the force exerted. Occasionally an extra heavy pressure would cause the flan 
to spread more than usual. 

It will be found that the tooth borders on these spread flans are invariably 
elongated in a radial direction, and that the serifs of the letters tend to curl up- 
wards, i.e. towards the periphery of the flan. This also occurs to a lesser degree 
on pieces struck with normal pressure and is due to the fact that the outer part 
of the planchet spreads more rapidly than the center, especially when there is no 
collar to retain it. 

The impact of the dies on the blank is followed almost simultaneously by an 
outward movement of the metal with the results that the impression near the edge 
is carried with it and so becomes slightly elongated or blurred. These letters 
with curled serifs were, therefore, and unavoidable consequence of striking the 
coins without a collar, and are not, as is often believed, letters of a special type.

TALBOT, ALLUM, and LEE - YORK Mule 


Though the mulings of the obverse of the Talbot, Allum, and Lee cents 
with English reverses are unquestionably members of the English Condor Token 
group, they are still collected by the American Colonial specialist because of 
their connection with the regular Talbot, Allum, and Lee cents of New York of 
1794 and 1795, 

The purpose of this article is to add a new edge variety to the Fuld No. 7 
group, which are the YORK mules. The No. 7 has the edge reading FEAR GOD 
AND HONOUR THE KING. XX., and the No. 7A has a plain edge. This new 
variety has the edge reading PAYABLE ON DEMAND, with the balance engrailed, 
and will be called 7B. 

This particular specimen was located over a year ago and no others have 
been located since. There is no mention of this edge in any previous works either. 
With this as a reference, the tentative rarity on it will be an R-8, until such time 
that others can be located and known.

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The Copper Coinage of Massachusetts was, in comparison 
with other colonial issues, quite regular, the several types and 
varieties showing respectively but, minor points of difference. 
The superinteudent of the mint, Joshua Witherle, was known 
among his neighbors as “The Cent Maker.” The archives of 
Massachusetts contain a great number of documents relating to 
the silver and coppér coinage of the colony and state; these 
have been published by S. S. Crosby, at the suggestion of the

_ COPPER COINAGE OF NEW JERSEY. 


During the tenth General Assembly of the State of New 
Jersey, on Tuesday, May 23d, 1786, “The speaker laid before 
the House proposals made by Walter Mould, Thomas Goadsby 
and albion Cox, for striking a Copper Coin for the state of 
New Jersey, which was read Whereupon Ordered, that 
Messrs A. Clark, R.S. Smith, Sheppard, Marsh and Nicoll be 
a Committee to Confer with the said Walter Mould Thomas 
Goadsby and Albion Cox on the Subject of the said proposals 
and report to the House the Terms they may agree upon.” 
On Wednesday, May 24th, 1786, the Committee to whom the 
matter had been referred, reported to the Legislature of New 
Jersey they held the conference for which they were appointed, 
and that the petitioners proposed either to coin a sum in 
coppers, not to exceed ten thousand pounds, and pay one- 
eleventh part to the state, or if permitted to coin any greater 
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sum, to pay the state one-tenth part of all sums issued without 
depreciation of the currency to be created. . 
‘Such was the first recorded proposition for a copper coinage 
in New Jersey. Massachusetts had already. taken action upon 
the petition of Seth Read for a similar privilege, March 9th, 
1786, yet many of the copper coins of New Jersey were dated 
1786, while no copper coin was struck in the Massachusetts 
Mint until the year 1787. On Thursday, May 25, 1786, a pe- 
tition for the privilege of making copper coin, was presented 
to the Legislature of New Jersey, by one William Leddel, who 
represented himself to be in possession of a considerable quan- 
tity of copper, and the owner of sundry iron founderies. Un- 
der the direction of the Legislature, Leddel proposed to coin 
coppers equal in weight and quasity to the best ever circulated 
in the state, and pay the state every ninth copper and recelve 
the paper money of the state in exchange for others if desired. 
The petitioner proposed to accept a design, and stated weight, 
from the Legislature, and in five days return a sample of his 
coinage. © 0:3 ES 
However, the Legislature of New Jersey paid no particular 
attention to the petition of Willham Leddel, and who he was, 
or where his sundry iron founderies were situated, is alike un- 
known. On June Ist, 1786, an act was passed by the Legisla- 
ture of New Jersey, authorizing Walter Mould, Thomas 
Goadsby and Albion Cox, to strike and coin in copper, for the 
state, a sum equal in value to ten thousand pounds, at fifteen 
coppers to the shilling. The coins were to be of pure copper, 
to weigh six penny weights and six grains each. They were 
to be made in the state, of such device and impression as should 
be directed by the Justices of the Supreme Court, or any one 
of them. It was further provided that said coin should be 
subject to alteration in value, by act of the Congress of the 
United States. ; eae 
Mould, Goadsby and Cox, were required to give bonds in 
the sum of ten thousand pounds, for the faithful performance 
of their duties in effecting the coinage proposed in full within 
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two years, and for the payment, by quarterly instalments, of 
ten per cent. cf the coinage into the Treasury of the state, 
Subsequently, a disagreement arose between Mould acd 
Goadsby and Cox, in consequence of which the two last were 
authorized by the Legislature to make two-thirds of the coin- 
age by themselves, without prejudice to the rights of Mould 
regarding the third part remaining. An act as passed June 
4th, 1787, against the circulation in New Jersey of any eop- 
pers other than those made within that state, or usttcek bi 
the United States of America in Congfess assembled.” ie

There were two mint-houses established in New Jersey un- 
der the legislation just noted. One was in Morristown, and 
the other at Elizabethtown. The Morristown Mint = lo- 
eated in a residence once known as “Solitude,” and afterwards 
as the “Tlolloway House.” “Solitude” was the residence of : 
John Cleve Symmes, Chief Justice of the state of New Jerse 
and subsequently the home of a Mr. Tloiloway. The sate 
here was carried on by Walter Mould, said to have been a 
coiner of coppers at Birmingham, England, before his emicra- 
tion to America. Mould, according to report, brought Te 
Birmingham, all the machines, tools, and appliances for coin- 
ing copper, and had only to secure new dies, set Seake appa- 
ratus, and proceed anew with his old business. In conse anes 
he avoided the difficulties which retarded the work of Mint. 
master Witherle in Massachusetts, and, as has been noted, wn- 
der a later legislation, produced an earlier issue of coin : 
; The Elizabethtown Mint, was in a shed attached to ; build: 
ing once known as the “Old Armstrong House,” in Water 
Street. The coinage there was carried bn by a ane mained 
Gilbert Rindle, as is supposed on account of Goadsby and Cox 
According to tradition, this mint was carried on for about tive 
years, as follows: A wooden box, several feet deep, was sunk 
like a pit in the middle of the floor of the room: o the center 
of this, was an iron upright or anvil, bearing a nS the top of 
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which was about even with the surface of the floor of the 
oom. Upon the floor, at one side of the pit, sat a workman, 
his legs hanging down inside the same. Le took the blanks 
from a box beside him, and placed them on the die, when the 
stamp came down and made the impression, after which he 
brushed the new copper off the die into the pit beneath. The 
press was worked by two men, one at each end of an iron, bar 
nine or ten feet long, at the middle of which was a heavy pers 
pendicular screw. The copper was brought to this place all 
ready for stamping, and the coin taken away in kegs. The 
good housewives of the neighborhood used to buy the coin 
from the mint for paper money, “a bureau drawer nearly full 
at a time,” and pay them out for the ordinary small expenses 
of their families. --- ores “eas 
‘A careful study of the lettering of the New Jersey Copper 
Coinage, shows that many of the dies were made from the 
same set of punches, and presumably by the same hand. The 
same punches were used upon many of the dies cut for the 
copper coinage of Vermont, and upon some of the dics for the 
copper coinage of Connecticut. The inference from these facts 
and some other indications, is, that there was a business con- 
nection, more or less definite, between Reuben Harmon, Jr., 
of Rupert, Vermont; Machin & Co., of New Grange (New- 
burgh), New York; the owners of the Connecticut Mints at 
New Ilaven; other money manufacturers in the city of New 
York, and Messrs. Mould, Goadsby and Cox, of New Jersey : 
and furthermore, that James F. Atlee, the engraver and die 
sinker, and perhaps other artists of his kind, were in the habit 
of itinerating from one mint to another, as their services were 
required. The Vermont Coins of 1787, were evidently, for 
the most part, from dies made by Atlee—the hke may be 
said of the same coinage for 1788; of many of the pieces indi- 
cated as belonging to Connecticut; the Georgivs’ HT Rex: of 
Machin & Co., and various types of the copper coins of New 
Jersey. 
There was a coinage of New Jersey coppers said to have 
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béen carried on by a Mr. Hatfield, who assumed to have made 
dies and struck the pieces in a barn below Elizabethtown, be- 
ing assisted by a colored man. John Bailey, cutler, of. the 
city of New York, testified in August, 1789, that he had 
coined “Jersey coppers previous to April 15th, 1788:” by au- 
thority derived from an Act of the State of New J ersey, enti- 
tled, “An Act for the establishment of a Coinage of Rooper 
in that State, passed June the first, 1786.” Ihe copper cotak 
age of New Jersey was not as regular as that of Massachusetts; 
good and bad dies were in many cases used together, just as may 
have suited the convenience of the operatives of the mint.

Of 1788, Five Types. Five Varicties. - 

The Types and Varieties of the New Jersey Copper Coin- 
age, are in a number of instances marked by decided and nota- 
ble differences. On some of the obverses, three leaves appear 
beneath the device of the horse’s head; upon some of the re- 
verses, there are two crossed branches inscribed beneath the 
shield. The legend NOVA CAZSARIA upon the various 
obverses, is in general perfectly plain lettering, though some- 
times punctuated with a period at the close. In some half-a- 
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dozen instances, the legend of the obverse is punctuated vari- 
ously by quatrefoils, mullets, or stars, the legend upon the 
reverses always ornamented and punctuated variously by simi- 
lar characters. There are two obverses called “the dog” or 
“the fox,” on account of a small device struck upon them in 
connection with the legend, but on good specimens, this device 
is easily recognizable as the figure of a running horse. One 
obverse has for a legend, the contraction E, PLURIBS UNUM, 
punctuated with stars. An extremely rare variety is double 
struck, and thus made to read E. PLUKIBUS UNUM, the R.

Lae the depreciation of the Copner Coin appears to be entirely owing to 

the fraudulent practices of perfons who have ftamped Bermingham and Con- 
necticut Coppers with the fame impreflion as thofe of this ftate, and have after— 
wards pafled them to others : That the New-Jerfey Coppers coined by law, are 
fuperior in weight to the Britith, are of pure metal, and weigh Sx pennyweight 
fix grains each, and that moft of the counterfeits are of bafs metal, and weigh 
lefs than five pennyweight each : That the New-Jerfey Coppers lately pafled at 
fifteen for a fhilling, the rate directed by law, and the Bermingham and Connec— 
ticut Coppers could-at the fame time be procured for forty-five for a fhilling, and 
that fome perfons have availed themfelves of the difference, and have changed the 
impreffion of a confiderable quantity of light and bafs Coppers, converting one 
fhilling’s worth of thofe Coppers into three fhillings worth of New—Jerfey Cop- 
pers, which practice has occafioned fo great a dapreciation of the Coppers in this, 
ftate ; that in fome places they do not circulate, and in other places they pafs at 

an. 
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an unequal and uncertain value, from forty-eight to thirty-fix for a fhilling, 
though they lately circulated at their full value, even in the neighbouring ftates 
where no other Coppers would pafs. 


_ 2. From the above facts, the committee are of opinion, that it is neceffary for 
the credit and intere(ft of the ftate, that an enquiry fhould be inftituted for the 
difcovery of the perfons employed in counterfeiting the Coppers in order that they 
may be profecuted agreeable to law. ‘ 


3. And as they conceive that the penalty is not adequate to the offence, they 
recommend that fome ignomenious punifhment fhould. be infli@ted by law on 
thofe guilty of fuch practices in future. 


4. The committee areat a lofs to determine whether it would be proper to direct 
the Treafurer to receive the real Jerfey Coppers in payment of taxes at the rate 
eftablithed by law, or at their current valu@; in the former cafe, a very great and 
an improper advantage will be given to the Revenue Officers of the ftate, as they 
will be enabled to pay forward the Copper Coin at more than double the value at 
which they can procure it ; and in the latter cafe to receive the Coppers for lefs 
than they iffued, would appear like a breach of faith on the part of the ftate ; they 
therefore fubmit the fubject to the confideration of the Houfe, only obferving that 
it will be extremely difficult and troublefome; and indeed almoft impracticable to 
diftinguifh the real Jerfey Coppers from the counterfeits; fi 


_ 5. Thecommittee beg leave further to obferve, that from the depreciation of the 
Coppers, and the want of {mall change, a practice has almoft univerfally prevailed 
throughout the ftate, of private perfons iffuing notes payable to the bearer for 
{mall fums ; this practice the committee conceives to be improper, the fame notes 
do not circulate throughout the ftate, and are therefore inconvenient to the holders ; 
there is no fecurity that they will be paid on demand, and indeed there are inftan- 
ces of perfons iffuing ngtes,and afterwards becoming infolvent, thereby defrauding 
the holders who are generally of the moft ignorant clafs, and who ought therefore 
more particularly to be under the protection of the Legiflature—Further, the notes 
increafe the circulating paper medium, banifh the {mall filver coins, and are acon- 
fiderable profit to thofe who iffue them, from the great number loft or deftroyed in 
circulation, and which profit ought to be the emolument of the ftate and not of 
individuals. nage Lee uf.

the fraudulent practices of perfons who have ftamped Bermingham and Con- 
necticut Coppers with the fame impreflion as thofe of this ftate, and have after— 
wards pafled them to others : That the New-Jerfey Coppers coined by law, are 
fuperior in weight to the Britifh, are of pure metal, ‘and weigh 4x penny weight 
fix grainseach, and that moft of the counterfeits are of bafs metal, and weigh 
lefs than five pennyweighteach : That the New-Jerfey Coppers lately pafled at 
fifteen for a fhilling, the rate directed by law, and the Bermingham and Connec— 
ticut Coppers could-at the fame time be procured for forty-five for a fhilling, and 
that fome perfons have availed themfelves. of the difference, and have changed the 
impreffion of a confiderable quantity of light and bafs Coppers, converting one 
fhilling’s worth of thofe Coppers into three fhillings worth of New—Jerfey Cop- 
pers, which practice has occafioned fo great a dapreciation of the Coppers in this 
ftate ; that in fome places they do not circulate, and in other places they pafs at

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an unequal and uncertain value, from forty-eight to thirty-fix for a fhilling, 
though they lately circulated at their full value, even in the neighbouring ftates 
where no other Coppers would pafs. , PRET «teed 


2. From the above facts, the committee are of opinion, that it is neceflary for 
the credit and intereft of the ftate, that an enquiry fhould be inftituted for the 
difcovery of the perfons employed in counterfeiting the Coppers in order that they 
may be profecuted agreeable to law. ee Chas

3. And as they conceive that the’ penalty is not adequate to the: offence, they 


recommend that fome ignomenious punifhment fhould. be infli@ed by law on 
thofe, guilty of fuch practices in future. 7 


4. The committee areat a lofs to determine whether it would be proper todirect 
the Treafurer to receive the real Jerfey Coppers in payment of taxes at the rate 
éftablithed by law, or.at their current valu®; in the former cafe, avery great and 
an improper advantage will be given to the Revenue Officers of the ftate; as they 
will be enabled to pay forward the Copper Coin at more than double the value at 
which they can procure it ; and in the latter cafe to receive the Coppers for lefs 
than they iffued, would appear like a breach of faith on the part of the ftate ; they 
therefore fubmit the fubjeét to the confideration of the Houfe, only obferving that 
it will be extremely difficult and troublefome, and indeed almoft impracticable to 
diftinguifh the real Jerfey Coppers from the counterfeits, ee 


_ g. Thecommittee beg leave further to obferve, that from the depreciation of the 
Coppers, and the want of {mall change, a practice has almoft univerfally prevailed 
throughout the ftate, of private perfons iffuing notes payable to the bearer for 
{mall fums ; this practice the committee conceives to be improper, the fame notes 
do not circulate throughout the ftate, and are therefore inconvenient to the holders ; 
there is no fecurity that they will be paid on.demand, and indeed there are inftan- 
ces of perfons iffuing ngtes,and afterwards becoming infolvent, thereby defrauding 
the holders who are generally of the moft ignorant clafs, and who ought therefore 
more abies to be under the proteétion of the Legiflature—Further, the notes 
increafe the circulating paper medium, banith the {mall filver coins,.and are acon- 
fiderable profit to thofe who iffug them, from the great number loft or deftroyed in 
citculation, and which profit ought to be the emolument of the ftate and not of 
individuals. , : : 

The committee therefore recommend, that a law fhould pafs to prohibit all 
perfons from iffuing notes within this ftate, payable to the bearer fora lefs fum 
than and which law would be fimilar to thofe which feveral 
_ European nations ‘have found neceffary to pafs on the fame fubject.
